_ SWEDISH PORT TRAFFIC. 


Sweden now has 261 ports, in- 
cluding the three free ports 
of .Stockholm, Gothenburg and 
Malmoe, according to .an official 
report just published by the 
Swedish Board of Trade (Kommer- 
skollegium).. Fifteen of | these 
ports have an annual traffic exceed-: 
ing 1,000,000 tons each, 27 have 
over 600,000. tons and 64 over 
200,000 tons. : 

The report shows that: the ac- 
tivity of the Swedish ports in gen- 
eral during the past year developed 
most favourably and that; in com- 


‘parison with 1926, the traffic in- 


creased considerably in practically 
gil ports, especially as regard 
Stockholm and Gothenburg, where 
the increase amounted to 700,000 
and , 900,000 tons - respectively. 


Thanks to a heavy increase in the 


export of iron ore the porta of 
Lulea,. Gefle’ and, .Norrkoping in- 
creased their. traffic ‘figures by 
1,600,000, 600,000 and 230,000 tons 
respect|vely, and all Norrland ports 
also show increased owing. to the 
rising exports of wood goods, 

~A comparison with the pre-war 
figures of 1913 in most cases shows 
a striking Increase. Thus, the. port 
of Gothenburg traffic rose from 6.6 
to 9.8 million tons, Umea, from 
199,000, to 888,000, and'the ore 
shipping port, of Oxelosund: from 
1.66 to 2.08 million tons. Generally 
speaking, the above-mentioned 
figures aerve to ‘illustrate the 
growth of Sweden's export and of 
its international trade...
